In many years of campaigning all 
over 
the globe, the U. S. 
Marines 
never met a more cunning or impla­ 
cable foe than the Moros, the fierce 
fighting men who live iii the islands 
of the southern Philippines. They were 
the last to submit to American author­ 
ity during 
the insurrection 
iii that 
country at the turn of the centurey. 
During the final months of the cam­ 
paign. an arm y company occupied a) 
native village in Samar. The apparent! 
submission of the natives led the sol-1 
(liers to 
become less watchful. The > 
Moros hided their time until, through 
a ruse, they turned on the Americans I 
and almost annihiated them. 
Following the massacre a batalionj 
of II. S. Marines came from the prin- j 
cl pa I island of Luzon to aid in bring­ 
ing the rebellous 
Mi ms 
to 
terms, i 
Combat patrols made several success­ 
ful raids and the insureetox were grad­ 
ually driven hack to where they had 
prepared a 
series of fortified 
cliffs 
along tin* Sohoton River. 
These volcanic 
cliffs, lielieved 
to 
be impregnable by the natives, rose 
alm ost vertically to a height of 2(Hi 
feet. They were pocketed with caves 
aud crannies, which could he reached 
only by crude trails and scaling lad­ 
ders. From their sides baskets weight­ 
ed with tons of rocks were placed so 


th at they might be hurled down on 
the heads of assailants. 
Stealthily the marines approached 
the enem y’s last stronghold. A sur­ 
prise attack on one group sent them 
scurrying for .shelter 
with the sea 
soldiers hard on their heels. Camp a f­ 
ter camp along the river bank was 
destroyed, and eventually the marines 
routed the 
insurrectos, 
scaling 
the 
cliffs w ith ladders they had left be­ 
hind in their haste. 
It w as the last rallying place of the 
Moros, 
although 
several other 
con­ 
tacts 
between the m arines and the 
brown-skinned 
w arriors occurred be­ 
fore the sea soldiers were w ithdraw n 
from Ba mar.

HATCH BILL 
MAY COVER 
MORE GROUND CLASSIFIED ADVS 


Washington, D. (A, Aug. 9.—Con­ 
gressional action at the next session 
on legislation extending the no-poli- 
tics ban on tin1 Hatch Act to thou­ 
sands of state employees appeared as­ 
sured today as the Semite (1(41 Ser­ 
vice Committee net im! lavorably on a 
bill by Senator Neely (Democrat, WA 
V a ). 
Tile 
measure would require state 
and local governments to place under 
s tr ic t civil service rules all employees 
paid wholly or 
in 
part by federal 
funds. 
These 
rules, it is 
provided, 
must include ii ban on political activi­ 
ty like that contained in the Hatch 
Act. 
Failure 
of a 
state 
to comply 
would mean a shutting off of federal 
funds. 
'Hie bill bas far-reaching political 
implications. The Hatch Aet, in pro­ 
hibiting political 
activity by federal 
job holders h a s stripped senators and 
r e p r e s e n t a t iv e s of much of the politi­ 
cal strength they had b u ilt on their 
own patronage. 
State employees, however, are left 
free to engage in polities and thus in 
many states the governor or head of a 
state 
machine— sometimes 
opposing 
a senator or representative—has a de­ 
cided 
advantage. 
Members 
of Con­ 
gress are well aware of this. 
In many states, 
o i k 1 senator com­ 
mented today, there are few functions 
left in which there are no federal con­ 
tributions 
of one kind or 
another. 
State highway departments, social se­ 
curity departments, 
agricultural ex­ 
tension 
bureaus, 
public 
health ser­ 
vices are among those supported sub­ 
stantially with money from W ashing­ 
ton. 
The bill 
would achieve the same 
benefits to government service, in its 
no-polities 
provisions, as the Hatch 
bill, according to Senator Neely. But 
members of Congress will hardly fail 
to note that it woud aid them In plac­ 
ing many state and federal job hold­ 
ers on the same basis politically.
